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William H. Folsom, promi- 
nent early-day church architect, 
did the architectural work for 
the tabernacle. He is credited 
also as being architect for many 
other notable buildings, includ- 
ing the Manti Temple, Salt Lake 
Theater, and the old Provo 
Theater, later known as the 

house and finally as the 
armory (it was torn down about 
15 years ago). 

Early in December 1685 a 30 
by 24 foot room in the west 
part of the tabernacle was fin- 
ished and dedicated for use for 
quorum and other meetings. 
President Smoot offered the de- 
dicatory prayer. (This was not 
the dedication of the building, | 
as some have believed but sim- 
ply on the one room.) 
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
